There are, of 
course, methods for raising expenses for charitable ob- 
jects by means of lectures, etc., which are a benefit to 
the community as well as the church. But, for the reg- 
ular expenses of a church, it ig a bad plan to encourage 
people to pay more for their amusements than for their 
religion, and to support the latter by means of the for- 
mer.—f{ Christian Register. 


—Church-members who are disposed to neglect their 
own pastor, depreciate his labors, and run after every 
evangelist that comes along, will do well to read and 
ponder the following from the Western Christian Advo- 
cate.

“Sometimes the evangelist. is a jester, and the people 
roar with [aughter, He has a stock of sermons and il- 
lustrations which he repeats o’er and o’er; he has ex- 
pedients which he employs in the same way; he tells 
stories of his amazing success at other places, for, ng 
an eyangelist, he visits many places. These things ‘draw, 
and the pastors, because they are pastors, and abide for 
months and years, have none of these expedients for se- 
curing crowds. Seeing the multitudes, some of the in- 
fluential people of the church say: ‘See how this man 
draws? Qh, if our minister were only like this man!’ 
And they are convinced that a stranger must. come be- 
fore much can be accomplished; and thus many of the 
people who rally to the help of th i 
Ee minister to toil alone, or, in despair, not to toil at 
all. 


Sometimes the labors of a ‘true evangelist. may. be synd 


profitably employed in assisting the pastor, but beyond 
this but little ultimate good comes ordinarily from their 
labors, If the people would rally round their pastors 
as they do around these professed evangelists, greater 
and more permanent good would be accomplished. 
—Mr. W. W. Corcoran, the venerable philanthropist, 
who has lived at Washington all his life, says: “I have 
known all the presidents since Washington. I was born, 


you know, the year before Washington died, and I saw 
Jefferson while he was in the. White House. His busi- 


ness agent, Mr. John Barnes, resided at Georgetown, 
and President Jefferson often rode over to see him. I 
afterward visited him at Monticello. I saw) John 
Adams at his home in Quincy, Mass. I remember he 
was lying on the lounge when I camein. He gave me 
his hand, and during my chat with him I found his 
mind bright and clear. He referred to his old age, and 
pointing to his weakened body, said: ‘My physical house 
is out of order, and the landlord has warned me that he 
will make no further repairs.’ Premdent Madison I 


knew well during his presidency, and I have visited him 


at Montpelier. Dolly Madison and myself were ac- 
quainted for years; and John Quincy Adams did his 
banking business with me. As for such young men as 
Polk, Pierce, and Buchanan, I, of course, knew them; 
and during the tour I took through Europe in 1856, 
President Fillmore was with me.” 

—An occasional gleam of hope illuminates the Pana- 
ma Canal project, but it does not last long. The report 
of an expert sént out by the French government two 
years ago has lately been made public. He pronounced 
the enterprise feasible, if the plan could be simplified. 
M. de Lesseps, it is said, accepted the proposed modifi- 
cation, and has slackened his work during the last fif- 
teen months, with this purpose in view. But the gov- 
ernment is not sufficiently assured of the feasibility of 
the modified scheme to warrant any further financial 
countenance of it, and it is difficult to see on what 
ground the nearly 500,000 share and bond-holders can 
hope to realize anything from their investments.’ Even 
if such hope has been cherished, the latest intelligence 
of the mortality among the Liberian workmen and their 
consequent discouragement must dispel it. Out of 1,000 
of those who reached the Isthmus in April last, 389 
were buried before December 20th. No wonder that 
the survivors have appealed to our consul for assistance 
to get back to their homes. And yet these men were 
picked, individually, for the purpose, selected for their 
strength and supposed ‘fitness for labor in that deadly 
climate. If these fail, who can be found to do the 
work? Further, if such a frightful expenditure of life 
is necessary for the construction, in the name of human- 
ity ought not work to cease upon it at once?—[Zion’s 
Herald. 


—The Herald publishes the history of a specimen 
land robbery, which ought to be made so well known as 
to force the immediate repeal of the fraud-producing 
land acts. In July, 1883, in the city of Edinburgh, 
Scotland, was organized the California Redwood Com- 
pany, with plenty of capital at its back, all of which of 
course was owned in Great Britain. This company hired 
an expert to tramp through the redwood forest of north- 
western California, and report upon the location and 
value of the best timber land. He estimated that 
within a section of sixty-four thousand acres there was 
timber to the amount of twenty-two billion of feet, 
worth on the stumps not less than one dollar per thou- 
sand feet. The company, having obtained the descrip- 
tion of the land, engaged four hundred men, at fifty 
dollars apiece, to file into the Government Land Office 
and register their individual claims to 160 acres each of

To him who undertakes a study of the condition of 
human life to-day and the extraneous forces that must 
be applied to that life’s development, there loom diffi- 
cult problems demanding solution. Sin, the slave- 
holder, asserts his despotic power over human souls, 
and men are “bondmen to the dark.” Vice i is on the 
rampege. Passion, with its myriad-voiced tempters, 
drowns the sweet pleadings of the Spirit, and stifles the 
struggling .soul when it would clasp virtue to the 
breast. History, it is true, is but a record of such sad 
condition as this— 

“ Right forever on the scaffold, 
Wrong forever on the throne,’’ 
and thus perhaps it will ever appear, so long as sin 
holds dominion in the lives of men. The forces of 
Satan have ever been marshaled on the side of evil. 
God's battlera have constantly fought their way in 
overpowering the hosts of sin. Herea seeming over- 
throw of the right; there a victory for truth, with this 
difference: that where truth has won the day the result 
has been a permanent fixture in the cause of progress, 
but where evil has reared its slimy head, proclaiming 
triumph, it has only been for a little while. God pros-

Yet while 
it is true that this warfare continues it is also true that 
the forces have presented different fronts at different 
times. D-.fterent phases of the great question of

that need careful investigation, so that all the minuter 
penciling may be brought out in bold relict that the 
universal mind may observe, thereby making possible 
the growth of sen'iment upon the questions that are 
instinot with the qualities that usher in a higher form 
of living. 

Politics continues to enwrap the attention of men’s 
minds, and in the fank of politicians are some proud, 
honest-souled geniuses that are plying mind to the 
end that out of the mesh and maze of political the- 
orizing and partisan jugelery some clear, “honor 
bright” ‘policy of national activity may insure upward 
strides in national, moral, avd political worth. We 
must bear in mind, however, that only the activity of 
the better spirits will bring'about such results. Science 
and art still continue to present new faces to the seeker 
along these paths, and through these seekers new light 
reaches the universal mind. That advance may be 
made in any of thse, difficulties must be met and over- 
come. And so long as these difficulties are in the way 
constant thought and activity are needed, that ways 
and means may be devised for overpowering these diffi- 
culties. :

Overcome the d fi- 
culties that lie in the path of God’s church or king- 
dom i in the earth, then will these other difficulties dis- 
appear, for progress in any division of human life de- 
pends upon the degree of harmony existing between 
the mind that actively participates in this division of 
life and the mind of the infinite God. Many things 
are obstacles in the way of Obristian progress. The 
kirgdom of God stands besieged by the forces of evil. 
This becomes a very easy matter, too, for the only con- 
dition needed for the growth and spread of iniquity in 
any region is the continued absence of agencies of 
righteousness in that. region, Sin is a noxious 
weed, the seed of which has rank; spontaneous up- 
sprouting in the human breast, and if right be ex- 
cluded, if the aon be not cultured in the things of the 
Spirit, carnality will gain unlimited sway. R ght, holi- 
ness, charity, are qualities that the soul of man may 
possess, but in order to it the life of man must submit 
to the molding forces of the supreme excellence. Jus- 
tice, mercy, sweetness are the products of prayer and 
watohfuloess. Without this care and watchfulness the 
soil of the heart yields but the thorn-briers of sin.

“YE ARE COMPLETE IN HIM.” 


Oompleteness in Ohrist is the thought with which the 
inspired apostle would impress the followers of Jesus to 
whom he wrote; completeness in the sense of quan- 
tity and quality; completeness in the unutterable and 
absolutely inexhaustible fullness of light to illumine, of 
truth to edify and instruct, of grace to redeem and spir- 
itually qualify, and also of life eternal, so that all united 
to him by faith should never die. The fullness in 
Ohrist is provided for and applicable to every possible 
exigency and necessity of human life, and throughout 
the ceaseless ages of eternity all finite intelligencies 
may find the realisation of every aspiration of spirit 
nature, while behind and betore, above and below, the 
boldest reach and loftiest flight of finite minds, the un- 
explored and incomprehensible fullness of the Christ of 
God will mark the border land between the finite and 
the infinite. 

The pure in heart shall and do see God in the spir- 
itgal revelations of Christ in the soul, while to the half 
complaining petition of mortals, and the sweetest aspira- 
tion ot angelic yearnings, “Show us the Father and it 
sufficeth us,” the response will ever be, “He that bath 
seen me hath seen the-Vather.”. “For in him [Obrist) 
dwelleth all the fullness of the Godhead bodily. And 

_yeare complete in him who is the head of all princi- 
pality and power.” 
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CHRISTIAN FORBEARANCE. 

A bright cluster of graces gathered about the Apostle 
Paul, as in his rich, ripe experience he came near the 
end of his earthly pilgrimage; and none seemed to be 
more prominent than Christian torbearance as express- 
ed in his own words, “Forbearing one another in love.” 
The need of this is found in man’s imperfections. If 
each were perfect then would each see the perfection 
of others, and there would be no occasion for this in- 
janction. But with the consciousness of his own im- 
perfection, and that of all others, he enjoined upon 
them what he exemplified in his own devoted life. 
Christian forbearance must possess at least two ele- 
ments: first, love must be in the hearts of all who ex- 
ercise it—‘‘forbearing one another in love;” secondly, 
the forgiving spirit must be possessed by those who 
would realize this grace—‘‘forbearing one another, for- 
giving one another.” 

Forbearance may be prompted by self-respect, or 
from an undue love of the approbation of others. 
There is no Christian forbearance in the cold spirit of 
indifference that exclaims, “I’ll pass him by in silent 
contempt,” or “I'll endure him as a matter of necessity.” 
Ohristian forbearance should be cultivated by every be- 
liever in Christ. Its absence from the hearts of pas- 
tor and people often produces alienation. Its lack will 
separate those who, by its lively exercise, would have 
become warmest and truest friends. A failure to 
possess this grace demonstrates two things: that is, 
a want of the loving spirit of Christ, and an overween- 
ing estimate of one’s own attainments. Nothing will 
more enrich the soul than the constant exercise of 
this excellency of Ohristian life. By it one is in- 
spired to subjugate the elements that retard the 
unfolding of the Christ-life inthe soul, and to seek the 
enlarged fellowship of all the children of God, while 
those who fail to exercise it become impoverished in 
soul and burdensome to themselves and others. Let 
the consciousness of our own imperfections lead us in 
all humility to deprecate the loss, and inspire contin- 
ued endeavor to imitate the example of our Divine 
model—the Lord Jesus Ohrist.

Tictees A phenomenal growth has attended the Salva- 
tion Army Ohurch. Its work was inaugurated only 
twenty-two years ago by Marshall Booth in the city of 
London, Eogland. To-day the army has a torce of 
5,000 officers and 265000 uniformed soldiers. Their 
introduction into India is most recent, but even there 
they have already 26000 soldiers. Most of the sol- 
diers and two-thirds of their officera are women. Their 
officers are rarely educated, but in some instances they 
had learned to use the language in four months’ time. 
The army does not baptize ita converts, but sends those 
who wish baptism to the churches. They do not cele- 
brate the communion but aim to make every meal 3 
communion, following it with two minutes of silent 
prayer. Asa rule they advise all their converts who 
have been connected with churches to return to them 
tor work. Those who have not been church-members 
they seek to retain in their own organization. Balliog- 
ton Booth, the son of Marshall Booth, is the com- 
mander of the United States forces. He is a gentle- 
men of thirty-five years of age. The salaries of their 
officers are very small, and their work is among the 
humblest of the people.

“POPE LEO.” 

Will some Roman Catholic cardinal, or bishop, or 
priest, or some one else who takes pleasure in wrestling 
with and overcoming hard, knotty, questions, please 
afiswer me the one hereinafter stated? And that the 
matter to be answered may clearly appear, it is neces- 
sary to mention the following admitted facts: (1) 
That the Pope claims to be the vicegerent of the 
Messiah; (2) that he—the Pope—claims regal power 
and the right to rule as sovereign over a temporal king- 
dom; and (3) that the Messiah, whom he claims to 
represent and in whose stead he sets up his right to 
act, said, “My kingdom is not of this world.” John 
18: 36, 

Now, my question is, How can Pope Leo XIII, or 
any other pope for that matter, who asserts that he has 
a legal right, by virtue of his being the successor of the 
Apostle Peter, to rule as sovereign over an earthly 
kingdom, be the vicegerent of Him who said, “My 
kingdom is not of this world;” and who rather than be 
made a king, went alone into a mountain? (John 6: 
15) 

The above question was suggested by reading ac- 
counts of the proceedings on a number of occasions 
connected with the celebration of the Pope’s jubilee. 
At one of these gatherings the Pope is said to have 
complained with much feeling that he was a prisoner 
in the Vatican; that the Italian government had, by 
force and arms, stripped him ot his earthly crown and 
kingdom. The strong indications were sharply mani- 
fested that the old man of the Roman Vatican is really 
hungering and thirsting to be clothed upon with. the 
robes of royalty and to be crowned with a kingly 
crown, as insignias of his sovereign right to rule as an 
earthly king over an earthly kingdom, not being 
satisfied with the vestments of spiritual, or rather 
coclesiastical, authority and power over many millions 
ot people. 

It is humiliating to a live Yankee, and equally 80 to 
& thoroughbred “Buckeye,” to witness the quasi truck: 
ling of political parties to Roman Catholic cardinals,

The venorable man seated in his chair in the 
Roman Vatican, isto’ be respected for his character, 
his learning, and for the good he has done, but not any 
more #o than any other minister of any other church 
who is his equal in moral excellence, in learning, and 
in good works.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Wasninoron, D. 0., February 6, 18€8. 

The week in Congress has been an unusually inter- 
esting one, and considerable real work has been done 
in committee rooms and on the floor of both the Sen- 
ate and the House. Among the Senate’s doings was 
Senator Kenna’s defense of the Administration and the 
President's tariff message, in which he undertook to 
demolish the argument made by Senator Sherman ip 
his recent speech, and to show the urgent need of tariff 
reform. The Senate passed the resolution which 
provides for changing inauguration day from the 4th 
of March to the 30:h of April, and for fixing the be- 
ginning and termination of the official terms of Sena- 
tors and Representatives to the same date. A number 
of bills have been discussed and passed, among them 
one to increase to seventy-two dollars a month the pen- 
sion of avy person totally helpless from injuries re- 
ceived or diseass contracted in the army or naval serv- 
ice of the United States. 

The House of Representatives has debated the 
Lowry—White election contest; given a blow to cheap 
literature by requiring it to pay book postage, and 
passed a number of bills for the erection of public 
buildings in different parts of the country. 

In the Lowry—White case the question is whether or 
not Mr. White, who now ocoupies the seat, was a daly 
naturalized American citizen, and had been so for 
seven years at the time of the election, and was there- 
fore eligible. The Democratic majority of the Com- 
mittee on Elections say no; the Republican minority 
say yes. The question will probably be decided to-day 
in favor of Mr. White. 

The everlasting Blair ducational Bill continues as 
the anfioished business in the Senate, but is put aside 
from time to time to make way for other business 
To-day, Senator’ Platt, of Connecticut, has the floor for 
a talk on the tariff. 

It was expeoted that Senator Kenna’s speech would 
call forth a vigorous rejoinder from the Ohio Senator, 
and as is usually the case when a straight-out party 
fight.is going on the galleries were full and the Sena- 
tors were in their seats: For an hour and a half the 
Senator from West Virginia figuratively pounded Sher- 
man and the Republican party with all the strength at 
his command. 

Mr. Sherman, who was sufficiently stirred to strike 
back, said, among other things, that the Democratic |. 
party had been in power in the House of Representa- 
tives for ten years, and not a single affirmative propo- 
sition or measure as to the tariff question had been 
presented.to the American people. He said if he had 
not charged his views on the tariffin the past thirty 
years he would not be worthy of a seat in the United 
States Senate. He admitted that he voted for immi- 
gration in 1864. He said it was an invitation to for- 
eigners to help to make good the absence of brave 
Union soldiers, He would have voted then for any 
kind of law to have defeated the Democratic party of 
that dey.

House Pension Committee relate to the Mexican war; 
one is to amend the act so as to place teamsters in the 
Mexican war on the pension rolls the same as soldiers. 
The former, it is said, worked eqaslly as hard as the 
rank and file, and were exposed to fully as much dan- 
ger, and for this reason it is considered proper that 
they should be pensioned. 

Henry George and Sam Jones have. both been in 
Washington lecturing. The latter thinks the temper- 
ance sentiment is growing in all sections of the coun- 
try, and that before twenty years there will be both 
state and National prohibition in all the states. High 
license he considers the worst enemy of prohibition, 
because it makes the liquor traffic respectable, and the 
more respectable the longer it will survive. 

It has been whispered about the Ospitol this week, 
though I do not vouch for the truth of the report, that 
the Judiciary Committee of the House was considering 
the preparation of a resolution calling upon the De- 
partment of Justice to prosecute Gould, Huntington, 
Senator Stanford, and others who are shown by the 
report of the Pacific Railroad Commissicn to have 
made millions of dollars fraudulently out of thé land 
grant roads.
